U.S. Met 
With Iraqi 
Militants 

Rumsfeld confirms talks, 
sees insurgency lasting years 

LONDON I Secretary of Defense Donald H. 
Rumsfeld acknowledged Sunday that U.S. 
officials met with insurgents in Iraq, after a 
British newspaper reported two such meet- 
ings took place recently. 

Insurgent commanders “apparently came 
face to face” with four American officials dur- 
ing meetings this month at a villa north of 
Baghdad, The Sunday Times reported. 

When asked on NBC’s 
“Meet the Press” about the 
report of the two meet- 
ings, Rumsfeld said, “Oh, 

I would doubt it. I think 
there have probably been 
many more than that.” 

Rumsfeld insisted the 
talks did not involve nego- 
tiations with Iraq’s most-wanted terrorist, 
Abu Musab al-Zarqawi, who heads al Qaeda 
in Iraq, but were rather facilitating efforts 
by the Shiite-led government to reach out to 
minority Sunni Arabs, who are believed to be 
the driving force behind the insurgency. 

Making the rounds on the Sunday talk 
shows, Rumsfeld also said he is bracing for 
even more violence and acknowledged that 
the insurgency could go on for a dozen years. 

The assessment follows an Associated Press- 
Ipsos poll showing public doubts about the war 
reaching a high point — with more than half 
saying that invading Iraq was a mistake, (ap)

Beaches Reopen After Shark Attack 


Police increase beach 
patrol after shark kills 
girl on Fla. Gulf coast 

TALLAHASSEE, FLA. I Beaches 
reopened Sunday with extra life- 
guards along a stretch of the Florida 
Panhandle coast where a shark 
killed a 14 -year- old girl, as coast- 
al residents reported seeing at least 
one shark hunting fish close to shore. 

Jamie Marie Daigle of Gonzales, 
La., was swimming on a boogie 


board with a friend at least 100 
yards from shore when she was 
attacked Saturday in the Gulf of 
Mexico, said Walton County sher- 
iff’s Capt. Danny Glidewell. Jamie 
was vacationing with friends while 
the rest of her family was home. 

Daigle was in an area not pro- 
tected by sandbars or lifeguards 
when she was bitten, said the 
surfer who hauled her onto his 
board and headed for shore with 
the shark trailing them. An autopsy 
was planned for Monday. 


After the attack Saturday, a 20- 
mile stretch of shore was closed to 
swimmers, but beaches reopened 
Sunday with a double staff of sher- 
iff’s beach patrol officers, Glidewell 
said. 

Florida averaged more than 30 
shark attacks a year from 2000 to 
2003, but there were only 12 attacks 
off the state’s coast last year, accord- 
ing to statistics compiled by the 
American Elasmobranch Society 
and the Florida Museum of Natural

MOSUL, IRAQ I Suicide bombers 
struek a poliee headquarters, an 
army base and a hospital around 
Mosul on Sunday, killing 33 peo- 
ple in a setbaek to efforts to rebuild 
the northwestern eity’s poliee foree 
that was riven by intimidation from 
insurgents seven months ago. 

At least 14 people were killed in 
attaeks elsewhere in Iraq, ineluding 
a U.S. soldier whose eonvoy was hit 
by a roadside bomb in Baghdad and 
six Iraqi soldiers who were gunned 
down outside their base north of 
the eapital. 

The attaeks in Mosul, 225 miles 
northwest of Baghdad, started early 
Sunday when a suieide bomber \vith 
explosives hidden beneath water- 
melons in a piekup truek slammed 
into a downtown poliee station near 
a market. U.S. Army Capt. Mark 
Walter said 10 polieemen and two 
eivilians were killed. 


Less than two hours later, a 
suieide bomber blew himself up 
in the parking lot of an Iraqi army 
base on Mosul’s outskirts, killing 
16 people, Walter said. Most of the 
vietims were eivilian workers arriv- 
ing at the site, he said. 


A third attaeker strapped with 
explosives walked into Mosul’s 
Jumhouri Teaehing Hospital in 
the afternoon and blew himself up 
in a room used by poliee guarding 
the faeility, killing five polieemen.

Md. Tax Fraud Discovered 


High-tech search finds 
liquor stores owe 
the state $27 million 

ANNAPOLIS, MD. I Ahigh-tech search 
is targeting tax fraud at liquor 
stores, with computerized audits 
in Baltimore and three counties 
unearthing $27 million due to the 
state. The state comptroller’s office 
has identified scores of liquor retail- 
ers, and more collections are expect- 


ed as the program goes statewide 
in the months ahead. 

National observers say the use 
of computers to compare whole- 
sale deliveries to liquor stores and 
bars with the taxes paid by the busi- 
nesses might be a first- of-its -kind 
approach. 

In Prince George’s County, audi- 
tors found 22 cases of tax fraud, cost- 
ing the state more than $6.2 million. 
Penalties and interest bring the total 
expected collections from that county 


alone to more than $16 million. 

Previous audits in Baltimore City 
and Worcester and Washington 
counties turned up 29 cases of fraud 
and 22 cases of gross negligence, 
according to the comptroller’s office. 

Michael Golden, a spokesman 
for the comptroller, said just a frac- 
tion of the state’s liquor stores have 
been reviewed, so the program has 
the potential to be a windfall for 
the state as it confronts projected 
budget deficits, (ap)

Special 
features can be as simple as adding 
hay or as intricate as constructing 
tunneisfor scampering through. For 
a very social bird that stopped eating 
when it was recovering alone, she 
added a mirror. “He enjoyed seeing 
another bird just like him, and it kept 
him eating,’’ she said. Thornton 



also prepares the animals’ meals 
(chopped veggies, frozen mice, live 
crickets) and cleans up afterthem. 
WOULD YOU WANT HER JOB? 
Thornton’s position is notabout 
forging warm, fuzzy friendships with 
the animals — she doesn’t interact 
with them long enough. Sick animals 
in unfamiliar settings tend notto 
feel all that fuzzy anyway, and can 


be sluggish, stressed and testy. Nor 
isthe jobforthefaintof heart: She 
wears protective gear to protect 
against teeth, claws and beaks, and 
sometimes must physically restrain 
unanesthetized animals, such as 
holdingthe head of a snake while vets 
draw blood. 

HOW YOU CAN GET HER JOB: You’ll 
need a keen eye for detail, since 
littlethings matter — say, abnormal 
porcupinefeces orthe sometimes 
subtle signs of anxiety. Keepers need 
to have previous experience handling 
animals; work with non-domestic 
animals would be especially helpful, 
a zoo spokesman said. Thornton was 
an intern atthe zoo, then volunteered 
there while working at a veterinary 
clinic. A degree in biology is helpful.

What 
sort of pitfalls should I watch out 
for? How do I establish my credibil- 
ity and position? 

Chill. You have a new boss. You’re 
not being fired. Don’t think auto- 
matically about pitfalls. Start out by 
trying to get a moment with her. Ask 
her what she hopes for and expects 
from you, and offer your assistance 
as someone who has been with the 
company for a while. New bosses can 
be a great thing, particularly those 
who are not from the “inside.”

ABSURDITYITo hear them talk, it’s 
no accident that two members of 
the comedy trio Stella share the 
same first name. 

“It was by arrangement,” said

So why aren’t all three of them 
named Michael? 

“We tried,” insisted David Wain, 
who, with Michael and Michael, is 
occupied these days with a more 
pressing matter: bringing their 
screwball vision to TV in a series 
named “Stella.”

from their minds,” added Showalter. 
“What they most want is not to be 
bored. That’s the prime motivator 
for them at all times.” 

The three have practiced sharp- 
ly wrought silliness, both together 
and apart, since meeting at New 
York University in 19 8 8 . A few years 
later, they helped create the ground- 
breaking sketch comedy show “The 
State,” which ran on MTV. 


Stella began in 1997 as a week- 
ly nightclub comedy showcase they 
hosted as a sideline in Greenwich 
Village until last year. 

The threesome made refine- 
ments in adapting Stella to TV. 

“We didn’t want to make a 
sketch- comedy show,” said Wain. 
“We’ve put a lot of effort into making 
sure a good story gets told to hang

Brian Enos Grand Design 


A master of elegant 
ambience stumbles 
over some big ideas 

MUSIC I For most of his career, pro- 
ducer-composer Brian Eno has 
written and recorded poignant 
ambient music more befitting 
film scores (which many of them 
were) than pop records. 

“Another Day on Earth” 
(Rykodisc) is Eno’s first album in 
15 years that focuses on the pres- 
ence of vocals rather than their 


absence. 

The songs meld his ethere- 
al soundscapes with grandiose 
vocal choruses, producing a sound 
that feels like a cross -pollination 
between antiquated chants and a 
digital-age orchestra. 

Complementing this style are 
lyrics concerned with the profound 
wonder surrounding the minutiae 
of everyday life. Admirable ambi- 
tion no doubt, but all is not copa- 
cetic. 

Making grand music to suit 
grand ideas is a tough task. Eno’s

attempts work on “Bottomliners,” 
which successfully melds sound 
with voice, and on “This,” which 
surprises listeners with a power- 
ful, almost operatic vocal chorus. 

The songs ultimately fail to 
live up to their own aspirations. 
Plagued by inconsistency and a 
general inability to reach the emo- 
tional depth of past Eno composi- 
tions such as “An Ending (Ascent),” 
featured in the films “Traffic” and 
“28 Days Later,” and “The Big Ship,” 
“Another Day on Earth” falls a lit- 
tle short. 

It’s not unpleasant to listen to, 
just not Eno at his best. ~

George Romero is 
still exploring the 
zombie as metaphor 

AUTEURS I George A. Romero’s 
zombies last frightened audienc- 
es in 1985 with “Day of the Dead,” 
a progressive and eerily claustro- 
phobic film that followed 1968’s 
“Night of the Living Dead” and 
1979’s “Dawn of the Dead.” 

Romero’s violent films have tran- 
scended typical slasher fare with 
satirical messages and themes 
about modern society. His latest, 
“Land of the Dead,” is a thinly veiled 
allusion to big business’ power and 
the oppressive tactics of government 
over a complacent society. 

“It’s the administration dealing 
in big bucks and doling out little bits 


to keep people off the streets,” said 
Romero. “It’s Halliburton.” 

Dennis Hopper plays Kaufman, 


the self-appointed leader of an 
enclave of human refugees in a post- 
apocalyptic city. Kaufman’s thugs 


extort the populace in exchange for 
protection from the zombies that 
roam the countryside hungry for 
fresh prey. But unrest is on the rise 
among the city’s disenfranchised, 
and the slow-moving army of the 
dead is evolving and learning to 
organize and communicate. 

Romero’s initial draft was 
inspired by the issues of AIDS 
and homelessness. Those ideas 
began to transform after the Sept. 
11 attacks and the subsequent wars 
in Afghanistan and Iraq. 

“After 9/11, [the studios] only 
wanted to make soft and fuzzy 
movies,” he said. “I ... came back 
to it with the idea of reflecting the 
‘new normal’ and the war. In a way, 
it’s a much more interesting film

Mind -Teasers 


Sudoku’s empty boxes 
prove irresistible for 
British puzzle addicts 

Britain has a new addiction. 

Hunched over newspapers on 
crowded subway trains, sneak- 
ing secret peeks in the office, a 
puzzle -crazy nation is trying to 
slot numbers into small checker- 
board grids. 

It s Sudoku — a sort of crossword 
without words that has consumed 
the country. 

“There’s something about that 
grid with its empty squares — it’s 
just crying out to be filled in,” said 
Wayne Gould, a retired judge and 
puzzle aficionado who helped 
spark Britain’s love affair with 
the game. 

A Japanese brainteaser that has 
quietly appeared in puzzle maga- 
zines in Asia and North America 
for years. Sudoku hit Britain in the 
pages of The Times newspaper last 
November. 

It now has thousands of avid 
followers, a host of Web sites and 
books, and runs daily in eight 
national newspapers, which com- 
pete fiercely to offer their readers 
the best puzzle. 

The Independent offers four 
a day, of varying levels of diffi- 
culty. The Guardian boasts that 
its puzzle is “hand- crafted by its 
Japanese inventors,” rather than 
spawned by a computer like the 
others. The Times is offering a ver- 
sion for mobile phones. The Daily 
Telegraph promises a 3-D “ultimate 
Sudoku” version. 

Sudoku consists of a grid of 
nine rows of nine boxes, which 
must be filled in so the numbers 
one through nine appear just once 
in each column, row and three-by- 
three square. 

It looks like arithmetic, but

Marcel Danesi, a professor 
of semiotics at the University of 
Toronto and author of “The Puzzle 
Instinct,” said Magic Squares can in 
turn be traced to Lo Shu, an ancient 
Chinese puzzle. 

Japanese publisher Nikoli Inc. 
claims to have introduced the puz- 
zle to Japan in the 1980s from the 
United States, where it was called 
Number Place. It’s a feature in a 
variety of Japanese magazines and 
books, but lacks the public profile 
it has achieved in Britain, where 
it has been discussed on daytime 
talk shows and evening news pro- 
grams. 

The British boom can be traced 
to Gould, a New Zealander who dis- 
covered Sudoku on a visit to Tokyo 
in 1997- He created a computer pro- 


gram that generates the puzzles, 
then offered them for free to The 
Times. He now supplies puzzles to 
newspapers in a dozen countries, 
including the United States. 

Some argue that Sudoku fever 
will fade once newspapers lose inter- 
est. Danesi says the puzzle — like 
past sensations such as 1980s icon 
Rubik’s Cube — is likely to retain 
a strong following even when it has 
faded from the headlines. 

He says it’s one of the classic puz- 
zle types, enduring mind-benders 
whose appeal runs deep. 

“It seems to be part of the human 
system of everyday life to do puz- 
zles,” Danesi said. “In a small, 
minuscule way, solving a puzzle 
gives us relief from the larger philo- 
sophical puzzles.” JILL LAWLESS (A P) 
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there’s no math involved. Instead, 
solving Sudoku requires the 
application of logic. It can be fair- 
ly straightforward or fiendishly 
difficult. 

“I think the attraction is that 
you can definitely get it right,” 
said Anton Viesel, a 23 -year- old 
London bookseller. “It’s very sat- 
isfying.” 

But alongside the joy of Sudoku 
success comes the frustration of fail- 
ure. Web sites ring with the cries of 
the addicted.

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A SUDOKU HOW-TO 

Sudoku makes its debut in Express 
today, just below our crossword. 

The goal of Sudoku is to fill in the 
blank boxes so that each row, col- 
umn and 3-by-3 box includes the 
numbers 1 through 9 without repeat- 
ing any. 

The puzzle will appear daily and 
will increase in difficulty throughout 
the week. Theeasier puzzles might 
take 30 minutes to complete, while 
the more difficult ones could take 
hours. 

No math is required, just logic 
and reason. And you can begin any- 
where. For example, take a look at 
the sample puzzle above. Try plac- 
ing a7 in thetop-left box (call it“Box 
1”). You could just guess where 
the 7 goes, butthat might get you 
into trouble. It’s better — and more 
rewarding — to reason it out. 

Notethe7in Box3(the top-right 
box). It’s the 7 for the whole top row, 
sothe7for Box 1 can’t goin Boxi’s 
top row. Box 2 also has its 7 already. 
lt’sthe7forthe wholesecond row, 
sothe7for Box 1 can’t goin Boxi’s 
middle row. That leaves justthe third 
row. In Box 1, there’s only one empty 
cell in the third row — so 7 fits there, 
between the 9 and the 2. 

This kind of reasoning will get 
you through the easiest puzzles. 

The medium puzzles will take a lit- 
tle extra work. You’ll need some 
other tricks and techniques, but dis- 
covering them for yourself is part of 
thefun. The harder puzzles, on the 
other hand, will take quite a bit more 
thought.

NASA’s Deep Impact 
spacecraft will set off 
fireworks on the 4th 

Not all fireworks displays will be on 
Earth this Independence Day. NASA 
hopes to shoot off its own celestial 
sparks in an audacious mission that 
will blast a stadium- sized hole in a 
comet half the size of Manhattan. It 
would give astronomers their first 
peek at the inside of one of these 
heavenly bodies. 

If all goes as planned, the Deep 
Impact spacecraft will release a 
wine barrel- sized probe toward 


the comet Tempel 1, about 80 mil- 
lion miles away from Earth. 

“It’s a bullet trying to hit a sec- 
ond bullet with a third bullet in 
the right place at the right time,” 
said Rick Grammier of NASA’s Jet 


Propulsion Laboratory. 

Scientists don’t yet know if sky- 
gazers can expect fireworks. But if 
the probe hits the bull’s-eye, the 
impact could temporarily light up the 
comet as much as 40 times brighter 


than normal, possibly making it vis- 
ible to the naked eye in parts of the 
Western Hemisphere. (But not the 
East Coast — sorry, Washington.) 

If the $333 million mission is suc- 
cessful, Deep Impact will be the first 
spacecraft to touch the surface of a 
comet. The spacecraft blasted off 
from Cape Canaveral, Fla., in mid- 
January to make its six-month, 268 
million-mile voyage. 

Comets — frozen balls of dirty 
ice, rocks and dust — are leftover 
building blocks of the solar system 
after a cloud of gas and dust con- 
densed to form the sun and planets 
434 billion years ago. As comets arc 
around the sun, their surfaces heat 
up so that only their interiors pos- 
sess original space material. 

What exactly will happen during 


the collision is anyone’s guess. The 
impact is expected to occur around 
1:52 a.m. EDT when the comet, trav- 
eling at 6 miles per second, runs 
into the probe. 

Grammier has likened it to 
standing in the middle of the road 
and being hit by a semi-truck 
going 23,000 mph — “you know, 
just bam!” The energy produced 
by the crash will be like detonat- 
ing nearly 5 tons of TNT. 

Scientists say if the comet is 
porous like a sponge, the impact 
should produce a stadium-sized 
crater about 150 feet deep and 
650 feet wide. This suggests that 
the comet’s inside holds some of 
the pristine material of the early 
solar system. 

But if the comet is packed like a 
snowball, the crater formed would 
be much smaller. Another scenario 
is that the comet is so porous that 
most of the impactor’s energy is 
absorbed, creating an even small- 
er but deep crater, alicia chang (ap)
